| for himself. It is 35 years ago since 
he began his labors. He learned 
bis trade in San Francisco with his 
in Downieville and Marysville, 
uncle, but appeared with razors 
‘Cal., in the early “‘fifties.”” Iu 1860 
he went to Virginia City and was 
employed by Wm. Mayer and sub- 
sequently by the writer's father-in- 
law, Mr. Louis Flick, (aow de- 
ceased.) Through his care and in- 
dustry, as well as his polite atten- 
tious he soon gained many friends, 
so that he threw out to the breezes 
his own red, white and blue sign 
manual of bis calling.

A Few Interesting Poiats from 
Two Men in the Business. 

A GazeETTs. reporter this morp- 
ing met Frank Moreland, one of 
the best sheep-sbearers on the 
Coast, and elicited the information 
that he had worn out 30 pairs of 
shears already this season, whie i 
cost $1 50 per pair, or $45. -The 
shearer s for them himself, be- 
sides all his traveling expenses. 
He can average about $10 per 
day; but the whole season does 
not embrace more than 160 
workingdaye. This would amount 
to $1,500 pe year. [n securing 
this employment of ap eight- 
months’ trip he travels. over 4,000 
miles. The sheep-shearer has no 
difficulty in getting his pay when 
his work is done. Mr. Moreland 
has been years at the business, and 
likes it on account of the excite- 
ment there isin it and the variety 
of interesting sights he witnesses in 
his preambulations. Quite a puin- 
ber of shearers arrived in Reno 
yesterday and expect to round up 
in the Fall trade in this vicinity. 
Mr. Van Buren Keunedy, one of 
the largest sheep-shearing contrac- 
tors on the coast, who was with 
Mr. Moreland this morning, says 
that he usually contracts for from 
50,000 to 70,000 sheep for a season, 
and such an expert as Mr. More- 
land can shear, if he desires, 150 
sheep per day, or, in other words, 
make from $10 to $15 aday.
